trict. 
The^e claims aie on the odd-numbered sections 


•nhich fall within the zone of lands g'anted to the Central 
Pacific Railroad by the gen eminent. The law makes ex- 
press piovisions as to -what class of lands shall be deeded 
to the raihoad 
All lands kno\\n to be moie valuable for 


mineial than foi other purposes, at the time the final lists 
filed by the railroad are accepted by the land department 
are reserved from the railroad giant, except those con- 
taining coal and iron 
' 


Whereier conflicts of this chaiacter- aiise between the 


mineral locatoi and tne raihoad, says the Mining and 
Scientific Press, it becomes a question of facts, in which 
that of the greatest impoitance is, when was the land first 
recognized as, and known to be mmeial, as related to the 
date of the railroad patent"• A discovery of mmeial, after 
patent has issued (and possibly after the final listing of 
lands by the railroad, has been accepted by the land office), 
by the miner, will not a-\ail him as against tne railroad. 
There seems promise of a hard-fought legal battle over 
the title to these lands. If the miners can establish the 
fact that the lands in question were known to be mineral 
prior to acceptance of the railroad company's list of lands 
for which they desired patent, then the miners will un- 
doubtedly win their case, for upon this question the entire 
proposition rests. 


When the railroad company decides to take out a pat- 


ent on certain of the lands within the grant zone, they 
make a list of such sections, or parts of section's, as they 
wish to patent, and file the same in the general land office. 
This Is veiy much in the nature of the application of a 
private citizen for patent to a mining or agricultural claim. 
The land office then reviews the land and attempts to de- 
termine whether the land/embraced in the application of 
the railroad comes within the definition of mineral or not. 
The lists of those lands determined not to be mineral are 
accepted, and thereafter the land is closed to occupation 
hy any except the railroad. It would seem that in a con- 
tention of this kind there should be no difficulty m arriv- 
ing at the facts in the case.

Reilly Is known to several of the 


knights of the green cloth in this city, 
who declare that he left town before 
he got action on any of his work here.

skeleton keys and three dozen leaden 
slugs for roulette wheels.

The contract for the construction of 


the first section of the Western Pa- 
cific will be let early next week. This 
statement was given out authorita- 
tively by President J. T. Jeffrey at Salt 
Lake yesterday. Mr. Jeffrey also de- 
nied emphatically that the 
contract 


had alreadv been let to the William 
-Keneflck Company. 


The contract for the construction 


of the first section of the road -will 
amount to approximately $17.000,000, 
and -will embrace-the heaviest work 
on 'the 
new 
transcontinental 
road, 


namely that through the Sierra Ne- 
vada mountains. 
ancb the • mileage 


through California and Nevada. 


Bids for the first section of the road 


were presented and opened last week, 
but it will be a few days before they 
are tabulated and analyzed that the 
directors may be able 
to determine 


•which is the lowest aggregate bid on 
all classes of work. 


Unusual interest attaches to the let- 


ting of the first contract for the new 
transcontinental line, as it will mean 
the opening tap of great areas of land 
in 'the west that have heretofore been 
inaccessible. It will give employment 
to a great army of men for upwards 
of two years. 
The $17,000,000 to be 


spent in the construction of the first 
section of the road only represents 
the cost of the actual grading and lay- 
ing steel. In addition to this fortunes 
will be spent in the acquisition of 
terminal facilities and the equipment 
of its road. 


The, advent of the Western Pacific 


has been keenly watched by the people 
of the country through which its line 
will traverse. Every locality will be 
benefited, as the construction crews 
will consist of thousands of men scat- 
tered from the coast to Salt Lake. 


The corporation has already spent 


a. very large sum 01 money in the 
work preliminary to the actual con-1 
struction, in the way of surveys,
